TIRE ATTACKS 

Someone’s sending a message to the women 
of West St. Paul 


D emocratic State Sen. Matt 
Klein noticed one of his tires 
continually deflating. Then 
he noticed a screw embed¬ 
ded in its side. 

This was more than a screw. It was a 
message. And he wasn’t the first target. 

In 2016, Jenny Halverson became the 
first female mayor of West St. Paul, and 
she delivered an impassioned speech call¬ 
ing out sexism in city government. Soon, 
she found a box of tampons discarded on 
her doorstep. 

At the next City Council meeting, dozens 
of women spoke in support of the mayor. 
The Women of West St. Paul group was 
born. 

In the following days, they would dis¬ 
cover they had an interesting thing in 
common: flat tires. Five or six had their 
tires spiked with drywall screws. 


Halverson told Fox 9 News that the 
screws were “pretty clearly retaliation” for 
the women speaking out. But police have 
made no headway in finding the assailant. 

“I don’t even know how to feel about 
it,” says Kali Freeman. “It’s such an obvi¬ 
ous connection. All of us spoke, and all of 
us got screws in our tires.” 

Months passed. West St. Paul geared up 
for the primary. Sen. Klein put a sign in 
his yard supporting Wendy Berry, who’s 
running for the City Council. She too has 
spoken out against sexism in city govern¬ 
ment. Her opponent is the city’s former 
mayor, David Meisinger. 

And now there’s a screw in Klein’s 
tire, too. 

Katie Dohman, whose car was also 
attacked, is unnerved. Now that a state 
lawmaker is among the targets, she’s 
worried that matters could escalate. She

drives her three kids around in that car, 
and a blowout could have killed someone. 

In the wake of the latest incident, Klein 
wrote on Facebook that he stood with 
Berry, and that “a screw in my interior 
sidewall won’t slow that train down.” 

Berry made her own statement: “We 


will not be intimidated,” she wrote. “We 
will not be silenced. These things will 
continue to not be forgotten. We will get 
to the polls. We will vote. We will win.” 

Klein still has the tire, and the screw. 
They’re mounted on the back of his car,

Rural Minnesota 

RISING 


;4s capitalism fails the countryside, residents take matters into their own hands 


he Civil War was in full fury when Jacob Rieke’s 
ancestors took flight from Germany, eventually 
coming to rest outside Fairfax, Minnesota. Five 
generations later, his family still works this land, 
farming corn, soybeans, and hogs. 

But it wasn’t long ago that Rieke 
considered fleeing. Wretched internet imperiled 
away of life. 

Farming is no longer avocation of eager sweat 
and sturdy backs. It’s one of drones sending real¬ 
time reads on moisture and soil conditions. Combines broaching 
the sophistication of fighter jets. Satellite data that parses the 
varying characteristics of a field, allowing for precision seeding 
and fertilizing that can save tens of thousands of dollars a year. 


Yet it all requires the kind of internet service city folks take 
for granted. In these lands two hours southwest of Minneapo¬ 
lis, private companies offered a patchwork of plans, often at 
towering prices for near-useless speeds. 

When his young daughters watched a buffer¬ 
ing version of Netflix, Rieke couldn’t work. "If 
someone else fired up something on their device, 
Netflix would go down,” he says. "It was always 
a competition to see who could use the internet.” 
Meanwhile, teachers in the Gibbon-Fairfax- 
Winthrop district were forced to circumscribe lessons because 
the kids couldn’t do research. On winter nights, students idled 
in cars outside libraries, seeking access to Wi-Fi just to do 
their homework.

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Rieke was left with the lingering sense 
he would fail his daughters, sentencing 
them to a lesser education. 

"I knew that if nothing ever changed, 
we couldn’t live like this,” he says. “We 
were going to have to look at a different 
house somewhere.” 

Outside nearby Gibbon, Linda Kramer 
endured a similar fix. Her family grows 
corn, soybeans, and wheat, while her hus¬ 
band also works as a crop consultant. 
He’d attempt to send field data to clients, 
only to watch it take days to upload. So 
he’d find himself driving 40 miles just to 
deliver thumb drives. 

“We weren’t being able to accomplish 
what people in the cities or other rural areas 
were able to accomplish,” Kramer says. 

Their problems weren’t unique. Across 
hulking swaths of Minnesota, gas stations 
struggle to run credit cards. Counties see 
scant hope of nursing new businesses. 
And everyone worries the evacuation 
of their young will only accelerate. For¬ 
give college grads who can’t see futures 
in places where it takes hours to load an 
Instagram photo. 

Under normal circumstances, American 
faith would dictate that where there is 
great need, free enterprise will arrive to fill 
the void. But the exact opposite occurred. 
Internet providers see a slim upside to 
investing in regions of sparse population 
and sheepish incomes. Especially when 
competition is thin to nonexistent, and 
you’re already charging top dollar for the 
weariest service money can buy. 

This bind has not only left rural residents 
to trail far behind their urban brethren. 
They’re chasing much of the developing 
world. 

“When Minnesota is behind Bulgaria, 
there’s a problem,” says former state Rep. 
Dan Dorman (R-Albert Lea). 

Yet something quite beautiful has come 
from all this. Outstate Minnesota is resort¬ 
ing to an old-fashioned brand of social¬ 
ism, using co-ops and community-owned 
ventures to surmount the neglect. 

Says Kramer: “We just figured we were 
going to be left further and further behind. 
The companies in our area weren’t doing 
anything for us. So we needed to do it for 
ourselves.” 

LIFE AMONG THE SCREWED

punchline of a 1976 Saturday Night Live 
skit, when Ma Bell held monopoly sway 
over the U.S. phone system. In the years 
to follow, cable TV would launch new 
fiefdoms, birthing generations of execu¬ 
tives known for abusing their customers, 
who had nowhere else to go. 

Fast forward to today, and consumer 
hostility flares undiminished. Surveys have 


shown that among the nation’s 12 most 
reviled companies for customer service, 
the telecom industry holds eight spots. 

In Minnesota, no company affirms 
this notoriety like Frontier Communi¬ 
cations, which serves the southern and 
northeastern parts of the state. During a 
mere five-week period earlier this year, 
the Minnesota Public Utilities Commis¬ 
sion received 439 complaints about the 
Connecticut firm. 

The grievances read like a cannonade 
of frustration. They speak of no-show 
repairmen. Endless waits on hold. Charges 
for services never rendered. Outages that 
last for days. 

“I have never dealt with a more incom¬ 
petent company than Frontier,” writes one 


customer on Google Reviews. “I have no 
other choice for internet or phone service 
in my area.... It took me over three months 
just for Frontier to get to my house to 
even connect my service.... They also 
canceled multiple times for installation 
without calling. They just didn’t show up.” 

These maladies aren’t exclusive to the 
outbacks. They also extend to Watertown 
Township, in the exurbs of Carver County. 

“Frontier Communications is my only 
option for internet,” Kathleen McCann 
wrote state regulators. “My internet ser¬ 
vice is worse than dial-up.... As a dentist, 
I am not able to email dental X-rays. It 
took me 47 minutes to upload one small 
photo to Facebook recently.” 

As Frontier Vice President Javier Men¬ 
doza sees it, his company is at a disad¬

vantage, serving more rural areas than 
its rivals. While it’s one thing to connect 
a compact city, it’s quite another build a 
network across the unsparing tundra. 

“The economic reality is that upgrad- 
ingbroadband infrastructure in the more 
rural parts of the state is not economically 
viable,” he says. 

Which leaves customers forgoing You¬ 
Tube, Pandora, and using more than one 
device in the same home. Launching a 
business with anything but remedial tech 
needs is out of the question. 


Yet while Frontier faces the heaviest 
fire, its peers aren’t held in much higher 
esteem. 

Across Minnesota, people tell of speeds 
delivered at a fraction of what they pay 
for. Peak evening hours where loading 
a web page becomes a Sisyphean task. 
Packages in monopoly areas that sell for 
$50 more than in neighboring towns with 
competition. 

In Brainerd, it translates to volunteers 
who can’t do online trainingto be approved 
as hockey coaches. 

In Kandiyohi County, it means the 
hunting trap company battles to send 
catalogs to clients. 

“Where internet is the worst, it’s often 
the most expensive,” says Bill Coleman of 
Community Technology Advisors. “The

market has failed when it comes to rural 
Minnesota.” 

Mediacom is among the few outfits 
investing in top-flight rural fiber. It now 
claims minimum speeds of 60 megabits 
per second. (The FCC’s basic broadband 
standard is 25, though much of outstate 
Minnesota operates in the low single 
digits.) 

Mediacom VP Tom Larsen understands 
the complaints: “You have a product that 
you can’t live without, and I think the 
angst drives up when there’s an issue.” 
Yet he makes no bones about the difficulty 
of serving sparse populations amid the 
siren call for profit. 

“We take a lot of criticism as an industry 
for not doing more,” Larsen says. “The 
reality is we’re doing this with private 
money, and it has to make sense. You 
need a return.” 

Herein lies the rub. When companies 
do invest, they’re not prone to pushing 
improvements beyond regional centers, 
leaving inhabitants of the woods and fields 
to fend for themselves. Their presiding 
motive, after all, is to puff stock prices and 
executive pay. The lives of farmers and 
lake dwellers run a very distant second. 

“If the CEO of CenturyLink said he 
was going to spend $100 million in rural 
Minnesota,” says Coleman, “they’d prob¬ 
ably get a new CEO.” 

All of which leaves the information 
superhighway running more like the rail 
lines of yesteryear, Dorman says. Towns 
with respectable depots have a chance 
to thrive. Towns without are fated to 
wither and die. 

“Those people are screwed,” says 
Christopher Mitchell of the Institute 
of Local Self-Reliance, a Minneapolis 
nonprofit. “People who make business 
or real estate decisions are not going to 
move to that area.” 


THE RENVILLE-SIBLEY INSURRECTION 

inthrop, Minnesota wished 
not to be amongthe screwed. 
Mark Erickson, the city’s 
economic development 
director, was charged with finding a way 
to the modern world. 

He spent 18 months trying to convince 
local companies of the virtues of a com¬ 
munity partnership. They balked. 

Winthrop—population 1,399—was too 
small to build a high-speed fiber system on 
its own. So it resorted to a spirit of social¬ 
ism practiced a century ago, the kind that 
brought electricity, phone lines, and farm 
cooperatives to the Minnesotabackcountry. 

It would seem a despairing quest. Sib¬ 
ley County is in the heart of Trumpland. 
“Out here, we’re quite conservative,” says 
Erickson. “When the Republican Party 
says something, people listen.” 


Yet the resulting campaign would exhibit 
a savvy and insistence few lefty activists 
could match. It involved 10 cities and 17 
townships across Renville and Sibley 
counties. Over 100 educational meetings 
spanning two years. Seventy volunteers 
to carry the load. 

The final outcome: RS Fiber, a co-op 
that delivers better internet than most 
Twin Citians receive. 

“It was really an exercise in people taking 
control of the future of their communi¬ 
ties,” says Erickson. 

For Jacob Rieke, it means no longer 
fearing for his daughters’ schooling. He 
can now employ all the weaponry of preci¬ 
sion farming, savingbetween $5,000 and 
$20,000 annually on seed costs alone. 

For Linda Kramer, it means getting 
10 times the speed of her old service for 
the same price, allowing her family to be 
“good stewards of the land.” An ability to

read the subtleties of a field prevents 
over-fertilizing, which has left most 
southwest Minnesota waterways too 
toxic for swimming. “The technology is 
really allowing people to do good things.” 

RS is also fostering commerce. A new 
3D printer business in Gibbon can send 
data-heavy files to clients. An industrial 
electrician in Winthrop does work all 
over the world. 

In nearby Gaylord, a New York com¬ 
pany plans to turn an old elementary 
school into a medical college. The hope is 
that it will eventually house 300 students, 
training them to work in small towns 
with severe doctor shortages. 

What makes co-ops different is a 
kinder sense of purpose, one that puts 
residents ahead of quarterly earnings 
and Wall Street ultimatums. 

Says Brian Zelenak, head of the Mille 
Lacs Energy Cooperative: “It’s about 
enhancing the quality of lives.” 

THE COUNTRYSIDE GOES PRO 

sked if he’d still be in business 
without high-speed internet, 
Kent Kelly offers a blunt reply: 
“No.” 

He’s the general manager of Fortune 
Transportation, a testament to how even 
old-line industries like trucking are reliant 
on connectivity. 

From headquarters outside Windom, 
Kelly runs 250 refrigerated trailers, hauling 
for the likes of Kraft, Anheuser-Busch, and 
Schwan’s. He can monitor the location, 
speed, and deliveries of his 150 tractors 
in real-time. And he can keep 200 well¬ 
paying jobs in small-town Minnesota. 
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Each pass admits two. Seating is not guaranteed. Arrive early.

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Fortune’s success comes courtesy of 
Windomnet, among the nation’s first 
city-owned internet concerns. The 
company’s databases handle orders 
24/7, a task impossible in much of 
outstate, since time-outs and dropped 
connections corrupt files, turning 
orders into horrors. 

Windomnet allows the city to play 
on a footing equal to anywhere in the 
world. “Pricewise, people here don’t 
pay more than you do in a metro area,” 
says Kelly. “But the speeds are five to 
10 times faster.” 

The same thing could be said of 
Bemidji, home to Paul Bunyan Com¬ 
munications. It began as a telephone 
co-op in the 1950s, eventually moving 
on to TV and internet across multiple 
counties. “They’re really transforming 
that entire region,” says Coleman. “It’s 
becoming a high-technology center.” 

One company has created a database 
of millions of aircraft, building custom 
parts for the restoration of World War 
II-era planes. Delta Dental is also opening 
a new facility, drawn by high-speed fiber 
that allows employees to telecommute. 

Further east, Lindsey Deitz typifies 
another bonus for northern Minnesota: 
the work-from-home professional. 

There’s no shortage of Twin Citians who 
daydream of living among the splendors 
of Minnesota’s Arrowhead. Want of jobs 
has always made it prohibitive. Yet it’s 
now one of the most connected parts of 
the state. 

Four years ago, Deitz was living with 
her family in Amarillo, Texas, when her 
husband got a job in Silver Bay. The fam¬ 
ily had always wanted to put down rural 
roots. They found their perfect acreage 
outside Finland. 

At first, Deitz had no internet—a rather 
imposing snag, since she runs All the 
Nourishing Things, a holistic food and 
lifestyle website. “It wasn’t going very 
well at all. I would just have to go find 
places that had Wi-Fi, so I didn’t get very 
much work done.” 

Lake County rode to the rescue. It cre¬ 
ated Lake Connections, with the unforgiv¬ 
ing task of bringing broadband to 11,000 
residents scattered across 2,100 square 
miles, an enterprise no private company 
would attempt. 

Deitz no longer has to slouch about 
town to earn a living. “I’m really thank¬ 
ful for the internet so that I can provide 
for my family,” says the mother of two. 
“You can make an income from home. A 
lot of people leave the area because they 
can’t find a job.” 

Dan Shirley is seeing a similar quality- 
of-life boost in neighboring Cook County, 
where the Arrowhead Electric Coopera¬ 
tive brought fiber to Minnesota’s remote 
northeastern point. 

Shirley’s family has run Sawbill Canoe 
Outfitters outside Tofte since 1957. It oper¬

ates almost entirely off the grid, using 
wood for heat and solar for electricity. An 
automated website means “we don’t have 
to sit in front of the computer processing 
a reservation,” he says. “We can spend 
more time with customers.” 

In the surrounding area, visitors are 
becoming permanent residents; they can 
now connect to the outside world. 

Coleman believes this to be essential 
to the countryside’s survival. “Seventy 
percent of people won’t buy a house unless 
it has good internet service. Realtors all 
over the state have told me that. They 
see a nice house and find out there’s no 
internet and they drive away.” 

This is as important to Twin Citians as 
it is to rural residents. Of Minnesota’s 87 
counties, just four—Hennepin, Ramsey, 
Dakota, and Washington—produce more 
than half of the state’s tax receipts. Unless 
the metro wants to continually float an 
ever needier welfare state elsewhere in 
Minnesota, the country must flourish. 

SURMOUNTING THE LOBBYISTS 

ublic internet is by no means 
perfect. Take Lake Connections, 
which has proven a godsend for 
residents... and a bloodbath for 
the county. 

To build it, Lake County officials bor¬ 
rowed mightily from the feds. The two 
soon began a dance of squabbling and 
ineptitude. When the county finally 
realized it was unsuited for the telecom 
business, Lake Connections was put to 
auction. The highest bid came in at $3.5 
million—pocket change compared to debts 
close to $50 million. 

RS Fiber is also looking at a $1 million

deficit next year, leaving private sector 
partisans to cluck with satisfaction. 

Erickson is unfazed. He says the plan 
called all along for the possibility of cash 
injections, like any start-up. At most, resi¬ 
dents will see tax hikes of $9 a month. RS 
is already saving them $40-$50 a month. 

Still, these red numbers bring kindling to 
those who believe citizens shouldn’t chal¬ 
lenge free enterprise. The telecom industry 
has never been shy about attacking locales 
that infringe on its turf. Illinois providers 
once tried to subvert public competition 
with a phone survey that asked such lead¬ 
ing questions as, “Should tax money be 
allowed to provide pornographic movies 
for residents?” 

A more subtle resistance runs through 
the Minnesota Legislature, where telecom 
employs some 50 lobbyists. The state offers 
matching grants to improve broadband. 
But most have gone to private compa¬ 
nies’ expansions into unserved areas, says 
Mitchell, rather than to co-ops contest¬ 
ing bad service. “The lobbyists want to 
make sure the state doesn’t serve any 
competition.” 

The program is also chronically under¬ 
funded, despite hefty state surpluses. 
Democrats from metro districts don’t 
hear the drumbeat of grievances. And 
while Republicans may represent Min¬ 
nesota’s hungriest regions, they’ve never 
been partial to public cures for private 
markets, preferring the one-size-fits-all 
remedy of tax cuts for all that ails. 

Says Dorman, now executive director 
of Greater Minnesota Partnership, which 
promotes outstate development: “I do 
smile about some of the conservatives 
who complain about Google. They should 
be worried about Comcast.” 

These obstacles have left 250,000 homes 
without basic broadband, according to 
former state Sen. Matt Schmit (DFL-Red 


Lake Connections proved a 
godsend for Lindsey Deitz... and 
a bloodbath for Lake County. 


Wing). It’s especially hard on the elderly. 
Telemedicine could allow them to stay 
in their homes, seeing specialists via the 
internet, rather than driving a half-day 
to a hospital. 

“This isn’t stuff that’s far out,” says 
Schmit, now a senior research fellow at 
the University of Minnesota. “This is hap¬ 
pening every day today.” 

In the meantime, co-ops like Mille Lacs 
Energy are showing up with reinforce¬ 
ments. Out in Lake Country, using a credit 
card or a cash machine can be a test of 
wills. Residents know to avoid the web 
both morning and night, lest they be stuck 
in standstill traffic. 

So Mille Lacs is running fiber to its 
15,000 members. CEO Brian Zelenak 
believes it will give kids a better shot at 
getting into college, allow mom-and-pop 
resorts to email brochures, and keep the 
elderly from prematurely moving to get 
health care. 

Even if it only allows people to work 
from their cabins, spending an extra day 
or two on gas and groceries, it will be a 
“significant boon,” he says. “I think you 
will see more cabins become permanent 
homes.” 

Minnesota now has 30 co-ops diving 
into the internet, though Dorman wor¬ 
ries for areas without one. Massive cord¬ 
cutting has left cable TV to hemorrhage. 
Without that extra revenue stream, “my 
fear is you’re going see cable companies 
start to walk away.” 

If that happens, much of the state will 
be without a lifeline that’s “as important 
as electricity or water or telephone lines,” 
says Kramer. 03

HIDE OUT

on the Bungalow Club patio

W eighing the merits of 
Bungalow Club just as 
autumn rolls in (drag¬ 
ging winter behind it) 
is, well, unfair. To see it 
at its finest, you’ll want to head outside. 

The new restaurant in the former home 
of the Craftsman on East Lake Street has 
wisely conserved its forebear’s best attri¬ 
bute: a vine-covered patio that feels magi¬ 
cally secluded, though it sits mere feet from 
one of the city’s busiest thoroughfares. 

The season for experiencing this joyful 
cloister is rapidly closing, but we’re a hardy 
stock, so there are likely a few more weeks 
of bundling up and dining in the open air. 
Consider this a recommendation to do so, 
while savoring any one of Bungalow Club’s 
excellent cocktails. It’s a tidy list of affordable 
classics, from the Hemingway daiquiri to 
the balanced Old Fashioned. The Mezcal 
Mule is extra smoky, a formidable twist 
on the milder, sweeter Moscow Mule. A 
Whiskey Sour boasts a crown of creamy 
whipped egg white, which, we learned, 
technically makes it a Boston sour. These 
cocktails—as well as a number of the beers 
and wines on their sizable list—hover in the 
$9-$10 range, so drink up, kid. 

Chef Andrew Kraft, formerly of Grand 
Cafe, took the helm this spring, some¬ 
how resisting the urge to rename it “The 
Kraftsman.” Instead, he and his partners, 
Jeremiah Dittman and Sam Rosen, opted 
for the low-key, borderline clandestine 
Bungalow Club. Keep your eyes peeled 
for its minimal signage—just the cryptic 
“TBC” lettering on the glass door. 

Its culinary ethos is a bit elusive as well, 
though many a restaurant menu shapeshifts 
with the season or the whims of the chef. 
Where does eclectic end and unfocused 
begin? We can’t say and don’t particularly 
care, so long as the flow of dishes is steady 
and well executed. 

In that regard, Bungalow Club was hit or 
miss: Peach Piri Piri ribs with blue cheese 
were a bit dry on the outside, and dull on 
the inside, in need of acid to cut the fat. The 
burrata and octopus salad was delightful, 
with a lemon preserve dressing that per¬ 
fects the citrusy brightness of a vinaigrette 
without the harsh vinegar pucker. A gem 
lettuce salad with buttermilk dressing 
had croutons we wished to bag up and 
take home for couch-snacking, but the 
rest of the salad was unexpectedly salty. 

All three of those dishes land on the first 
section of the menu, which is partitioned

roughly accordingto first, second, and third 
courses. The standout starter, the Smor¬ 
gasbord, is an homage to the olden days at 
Craftsman, back when Mike Phillips was 
in the kitchen carving up meats and hadn’t 
yet left to start his beloved butchery, Red 
Table Meats. The Smorgasbord offerings 
change, but on a recent visit we marveled 
at the bounty of items—andouille sausage, 
ham hock terrine, salmon rillettes, chicken 
liver mousse with golden raisins, burrata 
with peach jam, pickled carrots, olives, and 
bread and butter pickles. And for the first 
time in the history of charcuterie, there 
was actually enough bread and crackers to 
finish the board. At $19, it is surprisingly 
a good deal of food for sharing. 


Pasta composes the second course, a 
prime placement for showing off some of 
the kitchen’s finest work. House-made 
tortellini, spaghetti, mezzalune—all receive 
special treatment and individual flair. The 
tortellini comes in a sweet corn broth 
with spicy chorizo and shishito, a wholly 
unexpected 
melange that 
beguiles as you 
work your way 
through it. The 
mezzalune 
is similarly 
unusual, though perhaps less success¬ 
ful, with thin, hibiscus-colored ravioli, a 
brown-butter sauce with vinegar overtones, 


and added crunch from poppy seeds and 
what the menu calls “some green things” 
(on this occasion, microgreens and sweet 
peas). It was interesting to share, if over¬ 
whelming as a main dish. 

For the “entree” portion of the menu 
(though you could certainly order a large 
portion of pasta and call it a night), we 
found the salmon and wild rice dish to 
be perfect: The fillet was velvety on the 
inside, crisped on its edges; the wild rice 
offered a chewy textural foil; the broth was 
so rich, even with a gentle sourness, that 
we wound up slurping it from the bowl. 

The burger (in case you needed further 
proof that every menu in the Twin Cities 
must serve a burger) was a mild disap¬ 
pointment. The whole of it was greasy, and 
the advertised “freezer slaw”—chopped 
cabbage softened in the freezer—all but 
disappeared into the mix of the double- 
pattied beef and American cheese. We, 
of course, finished every bite, which tells 
you everything about our self-control. A 
petite ramekin of French onion dip was 
delicious, but accompanying fingerling 
potatoes couldn’t stamp out our wistful 
longing for F rench fries. A burger demands 
fries. Why split up an indomitable duo? 

For dessert, we recommend the cherry 
clafoutis. Because clafoutis! When is the 
last time you saw clafoutis on the des¬ 
sert menu instead of the same old (yes, 
delicious) tiramisu, creme brulee, pot de 
creme, or flourless chocolate torte? The 
cherries were tart, the puffy, custardy cake 
was sweet and mellow, and the scoop of 
luscious chocolate ice cream on top was 
a cocoa-rich delight. 

For a neighborhood joint like this to 
survive—and don’t be fooled by its Lake 
Street address; this is definitely a spot for 
nearby residents to unwind—excellent 
service is paramount. Bungalow Club 
meets this challenge handily. When we 
accidentally asked about ordering drinks 
from someone who wasn’t our server (it 
happens!) they happily obliged us. Each 
employee, from the food runners to the 
hosts, seemed invested, though not obnox¬ 
iously so, in our experience. Servers were 
knowledgeable and accommodating and 
toed the line between checking in and 
leaving us to our meal. 

Go and grab your space on the patio 
while you can. Let round after round of 
bubbly Spritzes keep you company as you 
release your grip on summer. Winter is 
coming, but let’s hide from it a little longer 
in the Bungalow Club. 03

HEADY YETI 

Smallfoot reaches for 
complexity but falls short

I t’s obvious from the outset that the 
makers of Smallfoot wanted to tackle 
new territory. The man-meets-yeti 
animated comedy opens from the 
perspective of Migo (Channing 
Tatum), a young yeti living at the peak 
of a Himalayan mountain, and positions 
humans as mythological creatures. The 
approach is novel; whether the movie 
succeeds is up for debate. 

Migo explains to the audience that he 
and his yeti compatriots have carved out 
a pretty idyllic existence up in the clouds, 
working together to make the town run and 
finding great satisfaction in their (seem¬ 
ingly nonsensical) labor. Migo loves it, 
but he soon learns that ignorance is bliss. 

The yetis don’t ask too many questions 
about life, deferring instead to a set of 
infallible laws carved in stones by yeti 
chiefs of the past and present. The stones 
state, among other things, that there is 
nothing below the clouds, that the sun 


is a giant snail that must be awoken each 
morning, and that the creature known 
as a “Smallfoot” is just a fable. So when 
Migo, a dutiful adherent to yeti law and 
lore, stumbles upon a real-life smallfoot 
(human) out in the wild, his world begins 
to unravel. 

Meanwhile, at the bottom of the moun¬ 
tain in a Nepalese town, a faded-glory 
Steve Irwin type named Percy Patterson 
(James Corden) decides to throw away any 
remaining integrity he has and fake a yeti 
sighting. But it isn’t too long before he finds 
himself face-to-face with the real thing. 

Smallfoot looks and feels like some¬ 
thing geared toward younger children, 
but it becomes surprisingly complex as 
it moves along. That’s not necessarily a 
good thing here. While nuance is always 
appreciated in a kids’ movie, the ideas 
being relayed will likely go way over the 
head of the target audience. The crowd 
of abnormally restless toddlers and pre¬ 
schoolers at the early screening speaks 
to that. And if nobody is receiving the 
message, can it be that effective? 

Broadly, this is a story about the impor¬ 
tance of curiosity and questioning the 
world, but Smallfoot is also arguably a 
treatise against organized religion. It’s 
not antagonistic by any means, and the 
movie is actually pretty understanding 


when it comes to religion’s role in society 
at one point in time. Nevertheless, religion 
comes off as an antiquated system that 
may no longer give the answers we need. 

Such anti-religious overtones are pretty 
uncommon in any major American film, 
let alone a kids’ movie, so it is nice to see 
the outlook being represented. But the 
young moviegoers much preferred watch¬ 
ing the screwball, Wile E. Coyote antics, 
opting to run around like disinterested 
maniacs during the many scenes of exis¬ 
tential questioning. 

You can’t wholly blame the filmmakers 
for their ambition. In theory, Smallfoot ’s 
themes could have worked, and it’s not 
wholly terrible: Tatum is wonderful as 
always and there are some tender moments. 
It’s just the pacing, some lackluster jokes, a 
couple of truly awful vocal performances, 
and a hand-

Guthrie’s monster take doesn’t quite catch fire

laywright Barbara Field has 
a long history at the Guthrie 
Theater, but by far her most- 
seen play is A Christmas Carol, 
which served as the Guthrie’s 
text for decades until being replaced by 
Crispin Whittell’s script in 2010. Audi¬ 
ences may get some familiar feelings at her 
Frankenstein — Playing With Fire (1988), 
which has more than a couple similarities 
to the haunted holiday chestnut. 

Like Scrooge, Victor Frankenstein (Zach¬ 
ary Fine) is an old man who cast joy aside 
in a single-minded passion that could never 
heal his youthful wounds. Whereas Scrooge 
was a money-grubber, though, Frankenstein 
sold his soul to science (in 2018, a much 
more old-fashioned concept). The result 
was his own personal ghoul, who in Field’s 
vision serves as his interlocutor while the 
two tumble back through time. 

Unlike the Ghost of Christmas Past, Fran¬ 
kenstein’s creature (Elijah Alexander) looks 
upon a younger version of himself as he 
and his creator revisit the events that led 
to the tense Arctic confrontation where we 
first meet them. Copies of Frankenstein’s 
blue coat, stolen from him by the creature 
and subsequently replaced, multiply as the 
maker and his monster behold young Fran¬ 
kenstein (Ryan Colbert) and, eventually, a 
freshly reanimated creature (Jason Rojas). 

In what might be the longest ever take 
on the “talking killer” trope, Frankenstein 
essentially holds his reanimated rogue at 
gunpoint for two hours. This onstage drama¬ 
turgy gets a little tedious, but the well-known

narrative is strong enough that we gladly 
follow along to see them play the hits: the 
grave-robbing, the electric activation, the 
freak’s flight and his fateful return. 

Director Rob Melrose conducts his cast 
across a set that owes more to the clean, 
modern aesthetics of’50s science-fiction 
flicks than the ’30s horror movies most 
famously associated with Mary Shelley’s 
200-year-old novel. 

Alexander and Fine are both, well, fine, 
but we’re grateful when Robert Dorfman 
arrives as young Victor’s professor, a comic 
character whose hints at thwarted desires 
make him far more fascinating than the 
play’s transparent protagonists. Rojas is 
also compelling as the aching, confused 
creature who will ultimately mature into 
the poised Alexander. 

Field’s Frankenstein gets the job done, 
with the help of Melrose’s moody production 
and Cliff Caruthers’ ominous underscore, 
but as a latter-day adaptation, it suffers by 
comparison to Kate Hamill’s new take on 
Little Women, now playing at the Jungle 
Theater. The source material is very differ¬ 
ent, true—but Frankenstein’s inconsequen¬ 
tial Elizabeth (Amelia Pedlow) feels like a 
character Hamill wouldn’t have stood for. 
Maybe what most needs to be told right 
now is not the story of who Frankenstein 
invented, but the story of who invented 
Frankenstein. B3

TALENT SHOW 

American Idol and The Voice led Preston Gunderson 
on, then passed. What happens next?

his isn’t exactly the music 
career Preston Gunderson 
envisioned for himself. 

The harried troubadour’s 
gig in Stillwater the night 
before—one of 160 he plays every year- 
had been canceled, which the 28-year-old 
Virginia, Minnesota native only learned 
about after he arrived at the club, so 
he headed back to his apartment and 
ended up rescuing some drunk friends 
in Uptown in the middle of the night. 

Gunderson is happy to be playing, 
teaching, recording, and connecting. 
But eight years ago, he dreamed of his 
songs reaching millions via the talent 
show machines The Voice and American 
Idol, which he semi-successfully audi¬ 
tioned for and signed his life away to 
for a while. That all ended after his last 


audition, when a judge told him some¬ 
thing that’s stuck in his craw ever since. 

"I’d already been through [the audition 
ringer], but they were like, 'Come back 
and do it again,’ and I did—in Chicago this 
time,” he says, sitting in a Minneapolis 
coffee shop. "Spent my own money to 
go down there, because I believed they 
wanted me to be a part of it. I made it 
through the first initial things, and the 
woman was like, 'Hey, we’re not going 
to use you this year.’ I remember those 
words just sticking in my brain: 'Use’ me. 
I just felt like... I don’t know. It ruffled 
my feathers and it made me feel kind 
of like a little pawn. 

"Don’t get me wrong, I get that it’s a 
wonderful opportunity in many ways. 
It can also be a thing that handcuffs you 
a little bit, too. The whole experience 


will make you question your abilities, 
your writing, maybe even why you’re 
doing it, if no one’s listening, or make 
you wonder if you’re ever going to write 
that song that finally fulfills you.” 

Gunderson grew up on the Iron Range, 
where he fell in love with performing and 
music via his mother, a musician who 
performed on USO tours and taught piano 
in and around Virginia. He started writ¬ 
ing songs at six, made his first record in 
seventh grade, his second in high school 
and, while attending St. Scholastica in 
Duluth and studying in Ireland, wrote 
and recorded two more releases, which 
charted on the iTunes pop charts. 

"When I did The Voice, back when I 
was 21,1 was a casting finalist,” he says. 
"They were doing the auditions in Min¬ 
neapolis, and it wasn’t like the cattle call 
where there’s hundreds and hundreds of 
people, it was a private audition for the 
producers. I had to do three of them, and 
the next thing you know they’re, 'Hey, 
we’re going to send you to Hollywood, 
where do you want to be picked up?’ I 
said, 'Hibbing.’ They said, 'Oh... We’ll 
pick you up in Minneapolis.’ 

"You go into this with a big heart, and 
you have all these expectations, or not 
even expectations, but these dreams, 
and I made it there and people were 
getting weeded out and cut down and 
just eventually I didn’t get on a team. I 
didn’t make that cut, and it was like... 
I remember thinking to myself, 'Man, 
maybe I’m just not good enough.’” 

Though he laughs about it now, 
Gunderson’s dreams were dashed, as 
The Voice contestants of the moment 
went on to fleeting TV and touring fame, 
and careers. 

"As a 21-year-old kid, I’ll tell you, it was 
pretty heartbreaking,” he says. "Because 
when you’re younger, you don’t know if 
you’re ever going to have another oppor¬ 
tunity like that. Is this the shot? They 
always say that in your life, you can have 
a moment that will define you. And here 
I was, 21 years old, and my moment was 
crumbling. Coming back to everyday life 
on the Range in northern Minnesota was 
the toughest part, because one moment 
you’re out in Hollywood, thinking, 'This 
is it!’ And a few weeks later, you’re back 
in your hometown.” 

The experience left Gunderson more 
wised-up about show biz, music, music 
criticism, competition, and happiness 
itself. "A couple years after that I just 
decided I’m not going to do that again

and to focus on me. I moved to the Cities 
and started doing music full-time to pay 
rent. I was cutting my teeth in rooms 
playing to four people who didn’t really 
care or listen, but every once in a while 
someone would say, Wow, that was really 
good.’ And that was something that kept 
me going for a while. 

“Then I was approached by a producer 
who used to work for The Voice who 
had switched over to American Idol, 
and he had said he loved me and that 
he hoped it had worked out on the last 
show and he asked me to come try out 
for American Idol, and I did and I was 
on TV for a short burst. Once again, they 
were kind about it. They were like, 'That 
was really good. You can tell that you’re 
a musician, and that you work on your 
craft, but you’re not quite what we’re 
looking for.’ I did a Ray LaMontagne 
song, and they were like, 'The whole 
time you were doing it, I was like, this 
is Ray LaMontagne, this isn’t Preston 
Gunderson.’” 

Earlier this month, Gunderson released 
his latest self-made EP, Wake Up. He and 
he alone owns the rights to the music on 
that EP, but that wasn’t the case when 
he signed on to be a "character” on The 
Voice and American Idol. 

"It was about 80 pages of legal jargon,” 
he says. "I was really intimidated by it, 
so we went to our family lawyer. He’s 
not an entertainment lawyer or anything, 
but he read the whole thing and by the 
end I just sat there and I said, 'It kind 
of sounds like they have control over 
me.’ He’s like, 'Yeah, that’s about right.’ 
I think it was because you’re put on a 
stage in front of six million people, a 
platform, TV, they would get to control 
a lot of the money that would come in 
from streaming and CD sales. There was 
a percentage I’d make, but it was small. 

"That’s one of those things where 
they’d say, 'Big risk, big reward’ kind 
of thing. If you win, you’re not that wor¬ 
ried about it, because you’re going to 
have shows booked for you in front of 
audiences that are excited to hear you, 
you’re going to be on the road doing the 
thing. But when you don’t win, it can also 
handcuff you. My contract was voided, 
because I didn’t air, I wasn’t under that, 
which was good.” 

In the end, the question hangs: Whose 
opinions are more valid—the talent-show 
judges or the fans who happen upon 
Gunderson in a coffee shop or bar? 

"One thing I learned is from Dave 
Grohl, who said, 'It’s amazing when 
80,000 people are in a stadium, singing 
your words. But what’s more amazing 
than that is that 80,000 people are sing¬ 
ing the exact same words for 80,000 
different reasons.’” B3
